WASHINGTON — Four prose- 
cutors withdrew Tuesday from 
the case of Roger Stone, the 
longtime friend of President 
Donald Trump, after senior 
Justice Department officials 
intervened to recommend a 
more lenient sentence for Stone, 
who was convicted of impeding 
investigators in a bid to protect 
the president. 

The highly unusual move 
prompted one of the govern- 
ment’s key prosecutors to resign 
altogether. It came after federal 
prosecutors in Washington 
asked a judge late Monday to 
sentence Stone to seven to nine 
years in prison for trying to sabo- 
tage a congres- 
sional investiga- 
tion that threat- 
ened Trump 
and after the 
president criti- 
cized their rec- 
ommendation 
on Twitter as 
“horrible and 
very unfair.” 

As he did 
after a jury 
speedily con- 
victed Stone on 
seven felony charges in Novem- 
ber, Trump attacked federal law 
enforcement officials, saying 
“the real crimes were on the 
other side.” 

“Cannot allow this miscarriage 
of justice!” Trump added. 

Late Tuesday afternoon, pros- 
ecutors submitted a new filing 
that made no specific sentencing 
recommendation, saying only 
that the earlier guidance was 
excessive and “does not accu- 
rately reflect the Department of 
Justice’s position on what would 
be a reasonable sentence.” The 
government still believes “incar- 
ceration is warranted” for Stone, 
they wrote. 

“Ultimately, the government 
defers to the court as to what 
specific sentence is appropriate 
under the facts and circumstanc-

Reforms left to ‘die on the vine’ after teen is 
killed in 2017 King County sting, report says

An independent review of a 2017 
fatal shooting by King County sher- 
iffs deputies of a 17-year-old in Des 
Moines raised questions about the 
thoroughness of the internal inves- 
tigation that exonerated the depu- 
ties and concluded the sheriff has 
let possible reforms raised by the 


shooting “die on the vine.” 

The 41-page report, which is 
sharply critical of policies and tacti- 
cal decisions leading up to the Jan. 
27, 2017, shooting death of 
Mi’Chance Dunlap-Gittens, was 
commissioned by the civilian-run 
Office of Law Enforcement Over- 
sight (OLEO) and presented to the 
Metropolitan King County Coun- 


cil’s Law and Justice Committee on 
Tuesday morning. The sheriff's 
office opposed its release and the 
King County Police Officers Guild, 
the union representing deputies 
and sergeants, has filed a grievance 
against OLEO, according to Debo- 
rah Jacobs, the office’s civilian 
director. 

Committee members heard more 


than 90 minutes of emotional and 
sometimes outraged testimony at 
Tuesday’s meeting, including pre- 
sentations by the family members 
of five people killed in recent police 
shootings, all Black: Dunlap-Git- 
tens, Leonard Thomas, André Tay- 
lor, Givovann Joseph-McDade and 
Charleena Lyles. All said the Jan. 
27, 2017, shooting death of Dun- 
lap-Gittens, during a misguided 
and unauthorized sting operation 
in Des Moines, was the most egre- 
gious of all. The council members
